DR. McINTYRE, M. P. 

Among the members of Parliament 
who flashed into prominence last ses- 
sion must be’ counted Dr. Wilbert Mc- 
Intyre, M.P. for Strathcona, Alta. 
It was his motion, in the House which 
made it obligatory on the part of 
Canadian railways to carry passcn- 
gers at a 3-cent rate, or in cvent of 
not doing so, to show causo to the 
Railway Commission why they shou- 
ld charge a higher fare. Whilo W. F. 
McLean of Bouth York, was urging 
vehemently the . justice of a 2-cent 
rate Dr. McIntyre pressed in and 
secured what practical advantage 
there was to bo had at the. present 
time. Without fuss, without specta- 
cularism, he put forward a motion 
which co mended itself so unreserv- 
edly to tho sense of the House, that 
it passed practically without opposi- 
tion. The concrete result of this mo- 
tion has been a lowering of passen- 
ger ratcs all over the Dominion. It 
is particularly noticeable in the West, 
with its widely scattercd points of 
communication. 

But although Dr. McIntyre’s name 
is especially linked with this meas- 
ure, he is no mere political rushlight 
flaming for an instant only to dis- 
appear. Dr. McIntyre is one of the 
strongest membors the Canadian West 
sends to Ottawa. His career in. pub- 
lic Nfe, short though it has been, 
warrants this statement. Beginning 
as secretary of the Strathcona Lib- 


jeral ~Association, he held the positi- 


on for three years, end assisted in 
the federal campaign of 1904 and 
the provincial elections of 1905. On 
April 5th, 1906, he was elected to the 
House of Commons on the clevation 


lof Peter Talbot to the Senate. The 


same year he was president of the 
Strathcona Board of Trade, but re- 
signed on his election to Parliament. 


|Ho was also president of the North- 


ern Alberta Medical Association for 
the firs half year, 1906. In this capa- 
city he took an active part in fram- 
ing the draft biil presented by the 
association to the Provincial Govern- 
ment on which tke Alberta Medical 
Act was drawn. 

In the House cf Commons his 
maiden speech was in favor of the 
present homestead regulations, He 
pieaded then that the proxy privilege 
be extended to members of the same 
family. This has since been granted. 
Ho was instrumental largely in ececur- 
{ng the name ‘‘Alberta Red” for the 
fall wheat grown in Southern Alber- 
ta. This was in opposition to mem- 
bers from other provinces who clalm- 
ed the name should be ‘Western Can- 
ada Winter Wheat.’’ He also served 
ou two committecs, the redistribu- 
tlon committee to define boundaries 
of new constituyncics in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, and the special com- 
inittee to enquire into the eause of 
{he Increased Price of lumber. It is 
on tho report of-tins letter committ- 
ec that Attorney-General Crees, of 
Atberta, has been prosecuting “thé 
retail lumber doalers of the province 
as combinsters. 

_ His__most brilliant performance, 
however, WO Wiwours—se— +e te 
lest session to Mr, Heurl Bourassn’s 
attack on the immigration policy of 
the Government. Dr. McIntyre spoke 
with o complete knowledge of his 
subject and with o grasp and sincer- 
iiy which carnied conviction and won 
appleuse. For one the br: Iliant 
grandson of Papineau met an oppon- 
ent who accepted no quarter and ga- 
yo none, and met argument of a rac- 

{al nature with crushing directness. 
As ean interesting sidelight on the 
debate it is a fact that Mr. Bour- 
nsen’s speech circulates in Quebec 
ag campaign literature for the nat- 
ional cause. In the West it also cir- 
culates but it is bound in with Dr. 
Mcfatyro’a reply, and there the 
pamphlet docs duty for the Liberal 
party.—Toronto Saturday Night.

GOLD AT SEDGEWICK 


Sedgewick, Alta. Nov. 14th.—There 
have, from time to time, been re- 
ports of rich deposits of gold in the 
Iron Oreek Valley, and, no doubt, to 
very many these reports. were incred- 
ible. However, the secptics have 
been silenced by the important dis- 
coveries and developments of the past 
month. An old time prospector has 
been working on the ercek,and — his 
finds have been of such value that he 
has ordered machinery for handling 
the sand in larger quantities than is 
possible with the old style grizzly.
